Robert S. Mueller III on Monday 
revealed charges against three for- 
mer Trump campaign officials — 
including onetime campaign 
chairman Paul Manafort — mark- 
ing the first criminal allegations to 
come from probes into possible 
Russian influence in U.S. political 
affairs. 

The charges are striking for 
their breadth, touching all levels 
of the Trump campaign and ex- 
ploring the possible personal, fi- 
nancial wrongdoing of those in- 
volved, as well as what appeared 
to be a concerted effort by one 
campaign official to arrange a 
meeting with Russian officials. 

One of the three charged, for- 
mer Trump foreign policy adviser 
George Papadopoulos, admitted 
to making a false statement to FBI 
investigators who asked about his 
contacts with a foreigner claiming 
to have high-level Russian con- 
nections. 

Manafort and longtime business 
partner Rick Gates, meanwhile, 
were charged in a 12-count indict- 
ment with conspiracy to launder 
money, making false statements 
and other charges in connection 
with their work advising a Russia- 
friendly political party in Ukraine. 

The investigation, which the FBI 
began last year but escalated sig- 
nificantly with Mueller’s appoint- 
ment in May, has taken a heavy 
toll on the Trump administration, 
repeatedly putting the president 
on the defensive as reports have 
emerged about the work the spe- 
cial counsel team is doing. With 
Monday’s revelations, a week that 
otherwise might have been spent

State auditor blisters 
$445 million program

The state auditor’s office on 
Monday blasted Colorado’s 
management of a program de- 
signed to fund regional tourism 
projects, saying it failed to es- 
tablish proper internal controls 
or adequately monitor projects 
after approval. 

The legislature established 
the Regional Tourism Act in 
2009 to kick-start large-scale 
tourism projects, provided that 
they were unique, would draw 
a large number of out-of-state 
visitors and could not be built 
without state tax-increment fi- 
nancing. 

Five of nine projects that ap- 
plied for funding were ap- 


proved from 2012 to 2015 and 
awarded more than $445 mil- 
lion from the higher state sales 
taxes revenues they were fore- 
cast to generate from out-of- 
state visits over several de- 
cades. So far, the state has dis- 
tributed $11.3 million to three 
projects. 

By failing to precisely define 
terms and establish the neces- 
sary controls, the Colorado 
Office of Economic Develop- 
ment couldn’t properly deter- 
mine whether projects met the 
original intent of the statute, 
Stefanie Winzeler, a staff audi- 
tor with the state, testified 
during a Colorado Legislative 
Audit Committee meeting on 
Monday.

Proposal has tougher 
limits on use of force

A proposed Denver Police 
Department use-of-force poli- 
cy written by community 
members is far more precise on 
when and how police can use 
force than a proposal written 
earlier this year by the depart- 
ment’s command staff. 

An advisory committee, 
which was formed under in- 
tense public pressure, present- 
ed to Denver Police Chief Rob- 
ert White on Monday a30-page 
document that specifies exact- 
ly when police officers could 
use chemical spray, Tasers, a 
dog or a gun against a person, 
according to a copy obtained 
by The Denver Post. 

The newest proposal is three 


times lengthier than one intro- 
duced in January by White, and 
its uses much stronger lan- 
guage, often using the word 
“shall” when outlining expecta- 
tions. 

For example, the use-of-force 
advisory committee’s policy 
would allow officers to use 
pepper spray on an aggressive 
person or dog, but it would for- 
bid spraying someone just be- 
cause he is not following or- 
ders. 

The policy also would limit 
which parts of the body offi- 
cers could shock with a Taser, 
and it would prohibit them 
from shocking someone if the 
person likely could fall down 
stairs and suffer more serious 
injuries, according to a copy of 
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
